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Carrick-a-Rede (‘‘The Rock in the Road”) is an 
isolated mass of basaltic rock situated close to the cliff 
edge, near the village of Ballintoy. The salmon-fishers of 
the locality gain access to the isle by means of a frail rope 
bridge, about 60 feet long ai.d 90 feet above the water, 
which is taken down during the winter months. 
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
